The Editor’s Chair ok 

Jewish leaders hive already in- 
corpcrated into ther consciousness 
the failure of American Jewish 
Women to meet unselfishly the de- 
mands of the German crisis in re- 
spect to placing German Jewish 
children in homes in the United 
States. When the project of trans- 
ferring these pitiful children from 
their degrading environment to a 
relatively happy home life here 
was first inaugurated, it was 
planned to place 250 children, That 
was more than two years ago and, 
according to last reports, the noble 
American Jewish women have so 
permitted themselves to _ forget 
their bridge parties and other in- 
ane entertainments as to have 
foreed on them 150 German Jewish 
boys and girls. 

If American Jewish women are 
so self-centered and forgetful of 
the sacrifices which have enno- 
bled Jewish history, even to the 
present day, that is unfortunate, 
and like their hushands they must 
be classed as a lost generation, 
and attention turned towards the 
growing children so that they too 
will not forget their heritage and 
so end forever the life of the Jew 
in the United States. That is the 
present line of reasoning of Jew- 
ish leaders. Rabbi Louis Newman 
points out that 45 out of every 46 
Jews are not affiliated with any 
Synagogue or Temple, Rabbi Is- 
serman told me last week that 
Jews have given in this crisis in 
Jewish history only 50 cents per 
capita per year to succor their 
brethren. A great Jewish communi- 
ty, it must be said. 

And this diatribe is brought up 
by an article by Mrs. Mary G. 
Schonberg, ‘executive secretary of 
the National Council of Jewish 
Women, in the next column on this 
page, The article is interesting 
and. enlightening, even if Mrs.

If in Germany pro- 
fessional life is by law precluded the Jew, the 
same is true to all practical purposes in every 
furopean nation, excepting perhaps France and 
England; and even here, the trend away from the 
professions is visible, although to a lesser degree. 

Russia and Palestine are already two examples 
of nations where Jews have taken their place side 
by side With native farmers as tillers of the soil 
or artisans, Australia, Argentina, and other South 
American nations are seeing the transformation 
of the city Jew of Europe into the land-loving 
farmer, 

In the United States, although to an almost 
imperceptible degree, Jews are turning towards 
the land for an existence.

It is not compelling advice to tell a Jew to be- 
come a farmer to prove to the non-Jew that Jews 
can be producers as well as middlemen, The in- 
dividual Jew is willing to help his Jewish brethren 
to a certain extent, but not to the point where he 
is prepared to sacrifice his career, The only way 
Jews in the United States can be advised success- 
fully to turn their backs on city life is by display: 
ing the life of Jewish farmers who have found 
peace, contentment and economic security in the 
same manner as others have found the same goals 
in different economic fields. 


One point of difficulty is that Jewish youth, if 
they are allowed to wander as undirected as they 
are today in the United States, will not realize 
how undesirable is professional life until the ar- 
rival of a crisis as that in Lithuania. This paper 
ventures that there are many starving Jewish 
lawyers and doctors who wished that they had 
spent their years of study in farming or some 
skilled trade which would guarantee them securi- 
ty and contentment. 

When wages in the city, and city attractions, 
are more aitractive, we have the phenomena of 
movement away from the soil to the big centers 
of population. When life in the professions be- 
comes less attractive than life on the farm we 
will have Jews turning to the farm, instead of 
cluttering the office buildings. This was abun- 
dantly illustrated at the Kovno dedication.

What Jewish Women Are Doing With Their Leisure Time

i ey question of leisure time is not academic. 

It has wide significance for our whole civiliza- 
tion. It has vital implications affecting the wel- 
fare of al] Amercans, Jews and non-Jews alike. 
And of course by leisure We mean free time after 
one’s work is finished, not the “enforced leisure” 
of the unemployed, 

This limited space will be devoted to a discus- 
sion of the leisure time needs and problems of a 
specific group of American Jewish women. 

We will not concern ourselves with the Jewish 
woman who participates in movements of social, 
civic, political and industrial reform, and who is 
engaged in various forms of constructive social 
service; with the Woman who serves on commit- 
tees and enjoys her work, who reads gocd current 
magazines and books and a good daily paper, or 
who subscribes to university courses and attends 
study groups, That woman, by her intelligence 
and personal service is helping to make a better 
world, Nor will we concern ourselves with the 
wife of the average small wage earner to whom 
the word “leisure” is almost unknown; neither 
will we be concerned with the spare time of the 
unattached professional or business woman whose 
leisure hours are only too few for the things she 
would like to do. 


We are here concerned with the Jewish middle 
class home-maker or housewife who is not en- 
gaged in any gainful occupation or who does not 
assist her husband in his business or professional 
activities. She is the woman whose age lies be- 
tween the thirties and fifties, with children and 
family responsibilities. ; 

The middle-class Jewish housewife or home- 
maker attends to the routine duties of her house 
hold, seeks to beautify her home and make it 


more comfortable, or she may be in the fortunate 
yosition of having household assistants to do 
these things for her, 

There can be no objection to these activities of 
the middle-class housewife in seeking to beautify 
her home, Unfortunately, however, the results 
of her efforts are frequently anything but satisfy- 
ing. If we could teach the average middle-class 
woman the simple rudiments of home-making and 
give her a sense of aesthetics and good taste, we 
might by the same token instill in her a desire to 
express herself in other constructive and artistic 
ways, Having been in hundreds of these homes, 
I can only continue to condemn the machine age 
which has created so much ugliness and so many 
symbols of bad taste. The decoration of the home 
has not often been made an opportunity for self- 
expression or for the display of good taste, but it 
is most frequently determined by the desire to 
compete with the decorations and furniture of 
other people’s homes. 


The average woman in this group to which I 
refer has a choice in the use of her leisure time. 
What does she do with it? She plays bridge, 
goes to the movies, shops or goes bargain-hunting, 
visits, or engages in a few other similar social 
amenities, She is to a gerat extent a slave to 
commercialized recreation. You will agree that 
these are, generally speaking, activities of unedu- 
cated leisure and represent an absolutely non- 
productive consumption of time. These pursuits 
are certainly not what we would call purposeful 
activities, or activities which could be classified 
under the heading of cultural habits, It would 
not be true to say that this woman does not occa- 
sionally read a book, but her choice of titles is 
not significant. She wants entertainment and ab. 
sorption, not focd for reflection,

We are accordingly requesting 
you kindly to send us such materi- 
al as would help our young people 
understand the Ways in which your 
organization deals with this prob- 
lem and its relationship to other 
organizations laboring in the same 
field, 

If you would kindly add your 
personal views with special refer- 
ence to what our young people’s 
groups may do, we would be par. 
ticularly grateful, 

I might add_ specifically that 
there are four principal phases of 
the problem on which we would 
like enlightenment from the stand- 
point of your organization: 

1, What are the most important 
causes of antiSemitism in the 
United States? 

2, How should those causes he 
removed? 

5. What should be the position of 
American Jewish youth in this 
work? 

4. What are other Jewish leaders 
and Jewish organizations doing to 
counteract and eliminate anti- 
Semitism in this country?
